As best she can recall, GENE CRAWFORD first appeared 
at her rooming house around '2Too p.m.“, April 4, 1968. 

At the time he checked In, she cannot recall his having 

any luggage except a small brief case or attache case. ■■ 

She Is certain that he had no large luggage or large ■ — 

package of any kind. She cannot recall- seeing a radio 

or a cardboard box which he may have had with him. I 

She Is under the Impression that he spent most of the 
®*ternoon In his room. She docs not know when he went 
out to eat. She does distinctly recall, however, that 
sometime during the afternoon CRAWFORD told her that he 
was very tired and sleepy, that he had some telephone 
- calls to make around 6:00 p.m., and requested her to 
wake him about 5:50 p.m. She would estimate that It 
was perhaps 3;30 p.m. when he made this request of her.

In accordance with his request, he was 
awakened about 5:50 p.m. and he went out. She does 
not know where he went or what time he returned. 

Sometime after she learned that Dr. MARTIN 
LUTHER KING had been shot, she recalls that CRAWFORD 
was In his room and had opened the door and was talking 
with some of the other roomers about what had occurred. 

She stated that she considered this unusual since 
ordinarily he has very little to say to anyone but 
usually keeps to his room.

In substance, according to Lt. J. D. HAMBY, 
Homicide Bureau, Memphis Police Department, some of the 
employees in Jim's Restaurant, located Just north of 
Canipe's Amusement Company, 424 South Main, pointed out 
CRAWFORD as a stranger who was eating sausage, eggs, 
and iced lemonade in that restaurant sometime prior to 
the shooting on 4/4/68 and uniformed officers at the 
scene referred CRAWFORD to Lt. HAMBY for Interview. 

Lt. HAMBY stated that CRAWFORD had been stopped on the 
street by uniformed officers, at which time he was 
carrying an attache type case and a cardboard box 
containing a new portable radio. 

As will be noted from the FD-302 of CRAWFORD, 
his prese nge near the scene ar ound the time of the 
she 
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indicated the desirability of his 

being questioned as a general suspect. After a brief 
interview at the scene, Lt. HAMBY had him taken to^^:^.- 
headquarters for further interview, and he was released, 
itho Police Department feeling that he did not meet the 
Idescrlptlon ...liable co.cer.l.g the 
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presence In a rooming bouse other'than, the one from • 
^blch'the shots were made, having been established. • 

ACTION ; 

As of the present time, it is not recommended 
that any further action be taken with respect to CRAWFORD 
with the exception of the fact that bis name and’ 

Navy Serial No. will be furnished to case agent in order 
to have CRAWFORD'S prints compared with those available 
in this case as one more step in eliminating him as a 
suspect. In sending in names and identifying data 
concerning general suspects, his name should be 
included, it being noted that he is a white male, 
born 10/2/27 at Jackson, Tennessee, who stated that he 
.TServed twice in the Navy under Navv Serial No. 
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
